It is proposed to the voters of this
county, thar on the Sth day of Novem-
ber next, they shall vote for or sgaiost
the accepting of a law asuthorizing the
the establishment of a3 Poor House
It is proposed also, that if a majority
of the votes sball be in favor of the
Poor House, that forthwith measures
shall be taken to purchase a farm, ereot
buildings, and do all things necessary
to put the thing in running order.
Whatever arguments may be adduced
for or agaivst a poor house as a means
of supporting the poor in generai, it
does seem that now is & most uopropis
tions time for people of this eounty to
shoulder any such additional weight
of tax, a9 this measure will necessanily
unply. We are now in pinching times,
woney being bard to obtsin, taxes bigh,
and a very large county debt being yet
unpaid, aud some already clamoring
for the erection of & new jail, because
the old one is vot sufficiently secure
to coufine convicts. The county tax is
now beavy, undoubtedly ; and it is like
Iy to remsin 8o for many years, with a
fair prospect of increasing every year.

DMust the poor man, or
the poor widow, who still bas some lin-
gering eparks of self-respect left, be
driven to the desperate slternstive of
going to the poor house or starving? I«
the Poor House to be used asan Asy-
lom for the helpless and deserving
poor, or a fright to seare them away
from the provisions made for them by
this very measure. One thing seems
patent to the mind of every man thatis
now strugghng with his debta and bis
taxes, and that is, that fAts is nol fhe
fime to rush into more debts, for any
new county experiments whatever.
